Canada mulls axing 
tax breaks for oil sector 


Canada is contemplating 
taking the lead on a key 
G20 pledge by announcing 
the elimination of some 
tax breaks for the oil and 
gas sector prior to the 
June summit in Toronto, 
The Canadian Press has 
learned. 

G20 leaders agreed last 
September in Pittsburgh 
they would reduce distort¬ 
ing fossil fuel subsidies over 
the medium term and 
pledged to present concrete 
national plans in Toronto. 

But sources say Ottawa 
wants to get ahead of the 
pack. They say senior offi¬ 
cials are studying a propos¬ 
al that would see Ottawa 
announce plans to reduce 
tax support for the oil and 
gas sector prior to the sum¬ 
mit. At stake is hundreds of 
millions of dollars in fore¬ 
gone tax revenue every 
year, sources say. 

“This is unilaterally in 
our interest to do this, so 
let’s just do it,” said one in¬ 
sider. 

In the meantime, negotia¬ 
tors have agreed how best 
to define what constitutes a 
fossil fuel subsidy. While 
some G20 countries have 
argued that only consump¬ 
tion subsidies be targeted, 
others insisted, successful¬ 
ly, that production subsi¬ 
dies also be included. 

Since Canada encourages 
fossil fuel production main¬ 
ly through federal and 
provincial tax systems, Ot¬ 
tawa is on the hook, says

The USD, based in Gene¬ 
va, has used its research to 
support the G20 negotia¬ 
tions on fossil fuel subsi¬ 
dies. 

Now, faced with frequent 
international accusations 
that the Canadian govern¬ 
ment is a laggard on cli¬ 
mate change, federal offi¬ 
cials are putting together 
options for Ottawa to take 
action. By getting rid of tax 
incentives, the federal To¬ 
ries would be backing up 
their own preference for 
tax neutrality in business, 
the argument goes. 

The move would also 
help demonstrate that 
Canada is serious about liv¬ 
ing up to its international 
commitments — a major 
theme for Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper. As well, a 
unilateral reduction of sub¬ 
sidies could help dispel 
some of the bad publicity 
Canada has received around 
climate change.

Jaydee Bixby is an Alberta 
boy. But if you ask him 
where home is these days, 
he'll probably tell you it's 
the road. 

Since the Drumheller- 
born and raised country 
singer got his start on sea¬ 
son five of Canadian Idol, 
Bixby’s life has been a 
whirlwind of rehearsals, 
performances, interviews, 
songwriting and record 
dropping. 

With such a hectic 
schedule, it’s important 
for any farm boy to know 
how to relax. 

“We have a tailgate, 
man. We have a big bon¬ 
fire, crank the country 
tunes on the truck stereo, 
pull down the back tail¬ 
gate and drink beers,” he 
said. “If you’ve worked on 
a farm and you’ve had an 
opportunity to live that 
life, you’ve earned yourself 
a beer or two.” 


Bixby released his debut 
album in 2008 just months 
after wrapping up Canadi¬ 
an Idol. His second album, 
Easy To Love, which hits 
stores today, is more of a 
personal record. 

“I didn’t get a chance to 
put as much into it (first al¬ 
bum) that was me as I 
could,” Bixby said. 

“This one I’ve got five 
songs on there that I had 
an opportunity to write 
and I’m really happy with 
the sound that we got. I 
couldn’t have been happi¬ 
er with how things turned 
out.” 

Bixby said he loves going 
on the road and hearing 
what his fans think about 
the album he made for 
them. 

“It’s my mom’s album, 
it’s my dad’s album, it’s for 
anybody who has support¬ 
ed me,” he said. “It’s my 
fans’ album.” 

Bixby will be in Edmon¬ 
ton on June 30 for an offi¬ 
cial tailgate CD release par¬ 
ty at Oil City Roadhouse.

Their latest album

hill was diagnosed with 
cancer) when we started 
recording we kind of 
called it off,” Johnson said.

Pitcher dead at age 37 

Former MLB player spent time with Capitals

Jose Lima lived over 
the top on and off the 
baseball held. The 
free-spirited pitcher could 
deliver a song as well as a 
fastball, leaving a trail of 
fun and laughter known 
as “Lima Time” wherever 
he went. 

The all-star right-hander 
who spent 13 years in the 
major leagues died Sunday, 
according to the Los Ange¬ 
les Dodgers. He was 37. 

Lima, who pitched the 
Dodgers to their first play¬ 
off win in 16 years in 2004, 
was in full cardiac arrest 
when paramedics arrived at 
his Pasadena home early 
Sunday morning, police 
said in a statement. He was 
pronounced dead at Hunt¬ 
ington Memorial Hospital. 

The specific cause of 
death has not been deter¬ 
mined, and Los Angeles 
County coroner’s officials 
will perform an autopsy, 
the statement said. Pasade¬ 
na police detectives also are 
investigating. 

“Lima was an exceptional 
man,” said Winston Llenas, 
president of Aguilas Cibae- 
nas, a winter ball team that 


Lima had played for in the 
Dominican Republic. “This 
is a great loss for Domini¬ 
can baseball and the coun¬ 
try.” 

Lima posted his best sea¬ 
son with the Houston As¬ 
tros in 1999 when he was 
selected to the all-star 
game. He went 21-10 with a 
3.58 eamed-run average in 
35 starts for the National 
League Central champions. 

Lima spent the majority 
of his career in Houston, 


compiling a 46-42 record 
from 1997-2001. 

He revived his career sev¬ 
eral times, bouncing be¬ 
tween the independent 
league and the minors, in¬ 
cluding a stint with the Ed¬ 
monton Capitals during the 
2009 season. The Domini¬ 
can pitcher was 89-102 with 
a 5.26 ERA in 348 games in 
the majors, with his last ap¬ 
pearance a four-game stint 
with the New York Mets in

$95‘7M marked for air security 


As part of its ongoing 
pledge to shore up 
aviation security in the 
face of terrorist threats, 
the federal government 
announced yesterday that 
it will spend $95-7 million 
over five years to bolster 
air cargo security at Cana¬ 
dian airports.

Speaking at an Air Cana¬ 
da cargo facility at Halifax

South Korea won U.S. 
support yesterday for 
slashing trade to North 
Korea and vowed to haul 
its communist neighbour 
before the UN Security 
Council for a torpedo at¬ 
tack that sank a South Ko¬ 
rean warship and killed 
46 sailors. 

UN Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon said he ex¬ 
pects the Security Council 
to take action against 
North Korea, calling the ev¬ 
idence that the North was 
responsible “overwhelm¬ 
ing and deeply troubling.” 

The U.S. and South Korea 
are planning two major 
military exercises off the 
Korean Peninsula in a dis¬ 
play of force intended “to 
deter future aggression” by 
North Korea, the White 
House said.

people, and the bombing 
of an airliner in 1987 that 
claimed 115 lives. 

“We have always tolerat¬ 
ed North Korea’s brutality, 
time and again. We did so 
because we have always 
had a genuine longing for 
peace on the Korean penin¬ 
sula,” Lee said in a solemn 
speech at the War Memori¬ 
al. 

“But now things 
are different. 

North Korea 
will pay a price 
corresponding 
to its provoca¬ 
tive acts,” he said, 
calling it a “critical 
turning point” on the tense 
Korean peninsula, still 
technically in a state of 
war because the fighting

India Human error might 
have caused the crash of 
an Air India Boeing 737- 
800 plane that killed 158 
people over the weekend, 
India’s civil aviation minis¬ 
ter said yesterday. 

Weather conditions and 
other factors at the time 
the plane reached its desti¬ 
nation “looked absolutely 
normal for a regular touch¬ 
down and a safe landing,” 
Civil Aviation Minister Pra- 
fiil Patel told the CNN-IBN 
television news channel. 

“You can’t rule out a hu¬ 
man error factor,” Patel 


said. Only an inquiry could 
establish what exactly 
went wrong as the aircraft 
overshot the hilltop run¬ 
way and crashed and 
plunged over a cliff and in¬ 
to a ravine at dawn Satur¬ 
day on the outskirts of the 
southern Indian city of 
Mangalore, he said. 

Of the 166 passengers 
and crew aboard, only 
eight people survived the 
crash. 

Investigators and avia¬ 
tion officials searched 
through the wreckage of 
the Boeing 737-800 strewn 


across a hillside to try to 
determine the cause of In¬ 
dia’s worst air disaster in 
more than a decade. They 
recovered the cockpit 
voice recorder, which they 
hope will give them impor¬ 
tant clues, the Press Trust 
of India news agency re¬ 
ported. 

By Sunday evening, 146 
of the 158 bodies had been 
identified and given to 
grieving relatives for bur¬ 
ial, said Arvind Jadhav, Air 
India’s chairman and man¬ 
aging director.

U.S. Coast Guard defends 
BP's role in oil spill process 


Washington The U.S. offi¬ 
cer overseeing the response 
to the devastating oil spill 
in the Gulf of Mexico said 
yesterday there would be 
nothing to gain by pushing 
BP aside and putting the 
government in charge. 

“To push BP out of the 
way would raise a question, 
to replace them with 
what?” Coast Guard Com¬ 
mandant Thad Allen told 


reporters at a White House 
briefing. 

Amid mounting frustra¬ 
tion over BP’s inability stop 
the leak that has befouled 
the Gulf for a month now 
— and questions about why 
the government cannot 
make the company do 
more — Allen insisted BP 
was “exhausting every tech¬ 
nical means possible.”

t’s Jean Chretien’s day 
today. The old war¬ 
rior’s portrait, which 
is to be hung in the 
halls of Parliament, 
will be unveiled in a cere¬ 
mony hosted by Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
tonight. 


A safe bet is there will be 
a lot of Liberals in atten¬ 
dance wishing Chretien 
was still around. “Ah, the 
good old days.” That will 
be the phrase on every¬ 
one’s lips as his three 
straight majority election 
victories are recalled. 

His legacy is getting bet¬ 
ter with time, particularly 
on account of what has 
happened since he stepped 
down in 2003. The once 
proud party has staggered 
ever since. Paul Martin 
won a minority and then 
was defeated. Stephane 
Dion took over and the 


party declined further. 
Michael Ignatieff replaced 
Dion and the party’s latest 
poll standing is at 25 per 
cent. 

Three factors have been 
at the root of the Liberal 
decline. One was 9-11, 
which changed the person¬ 
ality of the times, hoisting 
the security agenda forev¬ 
er to the forefront. A sec¬ 
ond was the sponsorship 
controversy that happened 
under the Chretien watch 
and cost the party a dozen 
points in the polls. The Lib¬ 
erals have yet to recover 
from that scandal. The 


third factor has been the 
party’s inability to find a 
leader who can catch on. 

Chretien’s words today 
will be parsed for advice 
but he has no magic for¬ 
mula for getting the Grits 
on track. His former advis¬ 
er, Peter Donolo, is now 
chief of staff to Ignatieff. 
There is no doubt the for¬ 
mer prime minister has 
had an opportunity to of¬ 
fer his counsel. 

One piece of encourage¬ 
ment Chretien will be able 
to provide is a reference to 
his own experience. He 
served as opposition leader 


for three years and had a 
terrible time almost every 
step of the way and won. 

Another sign of hope is 
the party’s major oppo¬ 
nent isn’t exactly setting 
the world on fire. Since 
coming to power in 2006, 
the Conservatives have av¬ 
eraged only about 35 per 
cent support in the polls. 
Try finding any other gov¬ 
ernment in Canadian his¬ 
tory with rankings that 
low for so long a period. 

What helped Chretien 
enormously was the roll of 
fortune. He knows well 
that you have to have 


breaks to win in this game. 
He got his with the com¬ 
plete collapse of the Tory 
party in 1993. 

The little guy from 
Shawinigan, however, had 
qualities the succeeding 
Liberal leaders have 
lacked. He was a strong 
character with homespun 
personal appeal. He em¬ 
bodied good old-fashioned 
Canadian grit. 

Stephen Harper is seen 
as the guy with grit now.

Feds fighting against Net misinformation 


The next time you post an 
opinion in an online forum 
or a Faceboolc group mes¬ 
sage board, don’t be sur¬ 
prised if you get a rebuttal 
from a federal employee. 

The government is look¬ 
ing for ways to monitor on¬ 
line chatter about political 
issues and correct what it 
perceives as misinforma¬ 
tion. 

The move started recently 
with a pilot project on the 
East Coast seal hunt. A 
Toronto-based company 
called Social Media Group 
has been hired to help 
counter some information 
put forward by the anti-seal¬ 
ing movement. 


The Department of For¬ 
eign Affairs and Internation¬ 
al Trade has paid the firm 
$75,000 “to monitor social 
activity and help identify ... 
areas where misinformation 
is being presented and re¬ 
peated as fact,” Simone 
MacAndrew, a department 
spokesperson, wrote in an 
email. 

The firm alerts the gov¬ 
ernment to questionable on¬ 
line comments and then 
employees in Foreign Affairs 
or the Department of Fish¬ 
eries and Oceans, who have 
recently been trained in on¬ 
line posting, point the au¬ 
thors to information the 
government considers more 


accurate. 

It appears to be just the 
beginning. 

The seal hunt pilot project 
was set up in part “to estab¬ 
lish foundations and recom¬ 
mendations for future pro¬ 
grams and campaigns to use 
social media as another way 
to listen to, inform and en¬ 
gage with Canadians,” 
MacAndrew added. 

For some, the move to on¬ 
line monitoring was to be 
expected. 

“I think we’re seeing the 
government recognize that 
millions of Canadians are ac¬ 
tively participating online in 
social networks,” said 
Michael Geist, a law profes¬ 


sor at the University of Ot¬ 
tawa who specializes in In¬ 
ternet law. 

“We’ve had Faceboolc 
groups in Canada that have 
grown to the tens of thou¬ 
sands or hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of people, and they’ve 
clearly had a direct impact 
on public policy.” 

Some groups are wary of 
government employees be¬ 
ing paid to post comments. 

“I would certainly hope 
they would be up front 
about who they are,” said Sh¬ 
eryl Fink, a senior researcher 
with the International Fund 
for Animal Welfare, a group 
that has long opposed the

PETA stock-buying campaign takes protests to boardroom 


An animal rights group 
known for sending out 
scantily clad demonstra¬ 
tors to protest fur and 
other provocative stunts 
has gained influence in 
boardrooms with a more 
traditional tactic: Buying 
company stock. 

People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals has 
been buying shares for sev¬ 
en years and now owns a 
piece of at least 80 compa¬ 
nies, including McDonald’s 
and Kraft Foods. 

It hopes to influence 
their animal welfare poli¬ 
cies on such things as how 
chickens are slaughtered 
or buying pork from sup¬ 
pliers that keep pregnant 
sows in small crates. 

By buying stock, PETA is 
guaranteed the right to 
present its ideas directly 
to officials and other 
shareholders, many of 
whom otherwise would 
likely pay little attention 


Two-way threat 

• PETA campaigner Ash¬ 
ley Byrne said the compa¬ 
ny's attempt to work from 
within didn't signal an 
end to its more visible, 
and often outrageous, 
protests aimed at improv¬ 
ing the condition of ani¬ 
mals and encouraging 
people to stop eating 
meat.

“It gives us a new forum 
in which to present the re¬ 
search we’ve done to com¬ 
pany executives, their 
shareholders and the pub¬ 
lic,” said Ashley Byrne, a 
senior campaigner for PE¬ 
TA. 

PETA tries to negotiate 
agreements with compa¬ 
nies behind closed doors, 
but if that fails, the group 
submits shareholder reso¬ 
lutions with its proposed 


changes at shareholder 
meetings. 

Companies don’t always 
change their policies, but 
Byrne said the effort has 
paid off. After PETA bought 
stock, Safeway grocery 
stores and restaurant com¬ 
panies Ruby Tuesday, Son¬ 
ic and Burger King agreed 
to give purchasing prefer¬ 
ence to suppliers that 
abide by what the group 
says are more humane 
rules, such as not confin¬ 
ing chicken and hogs in 
small cages, she said. 

In many cases, share¬ 
holders were “horrified” 
when they learned of some 
of the production methods 
used by their companies’ 
suppliers, Byrne said. 

“Many shareholders are 
average people who are 
compassionate and who 
don’t want to be support¬ 
ing practices that are inhu¬ 
mane,” she said.

Google hopes to 'bump' its 
rivals in mobile computing 


tech It all comes down to

In the multibillion-dol-

Google Inc. appears to be 
betting that cool little ges¬ 
tures like the scrunch will 
help it compete with Ap¬ 
ple Inc.’s iPad and other 
mobile devices. 

That’s the view of ana¬ 
lysts who follow the sec¬ 
tor after watching Google 
pay an estimated $30 mil¬ 
lion for Toronto-based 
startup Bump Technolo¬ 
gies Inc. 

Bump invented and 
patented a new type of 
touch screen technology 
that allows users to inter¬ 
act with their files much 
the same way they do in 
real life, without using a 
keyboard or a mouse. 

Founder Anand 

Agarawala described it in 
a 2007 speech in 
Monterey, Calif., 
as taking com¬ 
puter inter¬ 
faces out of the 
“cave painting 
stage.” 

In a presenta¬ 
tion to the presti¬ 
gious TED (Technology, 
Entertainment and De¬ 
sign) conference, 

Agarawala said he took in¬ 


spiration from his own 
desk to create a program 
that allowed him to “push 
and pull” items around 
his desktop with his fin¬ 
gers, instead of pointing 
and clicking. 

“I can flip through them 
like a book, lay them out 
like a deck of cards. I can 
pull things to new loca¬ 
tions.

Market reaction overblown? 


S ell in May and go 
away. If investors 
took this advice, 
they would be a lot 
better off today as 
the markets both here and 
in the U.S. have sold off 
tremendously over the last 
two weeks. The U.S. mar¬ 
kets are down as much as 
10 per cent (which by defi¬ 
nition is a correction) 
while the Toronto stock 
market is off by about 6.5 
per cent. Is this correction 
the start of a much bigger 
downward move? When 
will the selling end? 

I believe this recent cor¬ 
rection has been overdone. 
The issues in the European 



region are real but I do not 
believe that the turmoil in 
Europe should have this 
much of an effect on the 
U.S. and Canadian mar¬ 
kets. The amount of busi¬ 
ness the United States and 
Canada does with Europe 
is not large in comparison 
with other regions. So why 
this overblown reaction? 


Our markets in my opin¬ 
ion are now at oversold 
levels and it would not be 
surprising for investors to 
come back into this mar¬ 
ket at some point soon. 

In North America, we 
are seeing job growth, GDP 
growth, housing stability 
(in the U.S.) and companies 
reporting great first-quar¬ 
ter earnings. 

I think we will look back 
a year from now and see 
that this was just a correc¬ 
tion on the way to higher 
markets.

While I’d like to see an¬ 
other humorous video 
from Shad, I can let it go. 
It’s obvious that the 


Kenyan-born, London- 
Ont.,-raised rapper put all 
his creative energy into 
this new record. 

The disc starts off — af¬ 
ter a two-minute intro — 
with an incredibly in¬ 
fectious soul track 
based around Rose 
Garden, a Lynn An¬ 
derson country 
tune. That alone 
would have been 
enough, but Shad’s blis¬ 
tering raps and occasional 
oddball lyrics (“When Abra¬ 
ham went to slash Isaac in a 
sense he baptized him”) 
turn this into yet another 
Canadian rap record that 
this country’s music indus¬ 
try would be wise to export. 

While some of the songs’ 
topics may seem unusual — 
listen is all about, well, lis¬ 


tening — he’s not afraid to 
tackle some of rap’s more 
sensitive issues, like the 
lack of women in hip hop 
on the track Keep Shining. 

“Rap is still a very guy to 
guy conversation,” he says, 
explaining where the song 
came from. “We’re leaving 
people out of the conversa¬ 
tion. We need to open it up 
more.” 

Another thought-provok¬ 
ing tune is the what’s-the 
meaning-of-life track A 
Good Name. In it Shad ex¬ 
plores the roots of his 
name and in the process 
touches on some existen¬ 
tial issues about life and 
personal history. “That’s a 
lot of where hip-hop is,” he 
says. “It’s about where you 
come from and taking 
pride.”

The disc could easily 
thrust the talented MC into 
the same stratosphere as 
K’naan or k-os. And while 
American hip hop is still 
the place most people look 
to for their raps, Shad jokes 
that soon enough his Cana¬ 
dian cohorts will be the 


dominant ones. “I just have 
to sit down with my co-con¬ 
spirators and figure out 
how we’re going to make 
our move.”

even when hope has been ex¬ 
hausted, there is always 
love. This is what sustains 
us in watching the strug¬ 
gles of a father and son in 
John Hillcoat’s bleakly in¬ 
spiring adaptation of Cor- 
mac McCarthy’s apocalyp¬ 
tic novel The Road. 

Viggo Mortensen and Ko- 
di Smit-McPhee are that un¬ 
named father and son, and 
we have no real reason to 
expect a positive outcome 
for them. The world has 
been nearly shorn of life by 
an unnamed but likely 
man-caused calamity. 

Yet we marvel at the 
bond between parent and 
child and their determina¬ 
tion to keep “carrying the 
fire” for as long as they can. 

The Road is a horror 
movie — cannibalism has 
replaced civilization — but 
it’s an uncommonly smart 
and deep one. There’s an 
Old Testament directness 
to McCarthy’s prose, which 
screenwriter Joe Penhall 
has faithfully adapted. 

A movie this austere, like 
a stage play by Samuel 
Beckett or Thornton 



Wilder, demands much of 
its actors. American jour¬ 
neyman Mortensen and 
Australian newcomer Smit- 
McPhee are more than up 
to the task, delivering stel¬ 
lar performances as flawed 
yet redeemable humans.
